Winn, arrested in this city for nu at- 
tempt to murder his wife, was taken to 
Havana by the Sheriff of Mason county 
last night.

He replied lb.it if 


she would not consent to live wilh him he 
would be the dcnlh of her, anil at once 
drew bis pislol. As nlie turned to li'*vc 
him, he fired, the ball entering her liciul 
just ribovo tbe eye. She fled to her room, 
and he. attempted to follow, but was inter- 
cepted liy Mrs. Wilson, the woman for 
whom the wife wns at, woik 
He snapped 


his pistol at Mrs. WilsoD, but it inibied 
fire. He then rushed to the room where 
his wounded wife was lying, und ngain 
drew the pistol on her. With whatFccmed 
to be superhuman strength, sbc nmso, and 
grasping his hand, si niggled for Hie poa 
session of the pistol. By Ibis time FOIIIL- 
tbing of a crowd had gathered, and fearing 
immediate arrest he leaped fiom Hie. \\rn- 
dow and fled, and was finally nricstul in 
this city upon telegrams Riving a descrip- 
tion of him.

tim's head just above the eye, and as yet 
has not been found.
